Will disgraced cyclist 
confess steroid use to 
Oprah? Wait and see 


COULD OLYMPICS DUMP CYCLING? 

Cycling could be dumped from the Olympic program if Lance Armstrong implicated the 
sport’s governing body of covering up a widespread doping scheme, International Olympic 
Committee member Dick Pound said Tuesday. 

Pound said the IOC might be left with no choice other than to take drastic action if 
Armstrong was able to prove the International Cycling Union had acted improperly. 

“We could say, 'Look, you’ve clearly got a problem. Why don’t we give you four years, eight 
years to sort it out?’ ’’ Pound said. “And when you think you’re ready come on back, we’ll see 
whether it would be a good idea to put you back on the program.” reuters

NEW YORK Lance Armstrong finally has 
confronted his alleged use of performance- 
enhancing drugs during his cycling career, 
though he “did not come clean in the manner 
that I expected,” talk show host Oprah Win- 
frey said a day after interviewing the disgraced 
athlete. 

Armstrong, 41, has always vehemently de- 
nied using the drugs and had never tested pos- 
itive in a doping test. But the evidence against 
him has been overwhelming and pressure has 
been building to admit that he cheated. 

USA Today reported Monday that Arm- 
strong had confessed to the doping in the in- 
terview with Winfrey, which will air Thursday 
and Friday on her OWN network, and other 
media say they have confirmed the report. 

In an appearance Tuesday on CBS’ “This 
Morning,” Winfrey did not explicitly say that 
Armstrong had confessed during their in- 
terview, though she said the media had con-

firmed it. 

“I think the most important questions and 
answers that people around the world have 
been waiting to hear were answered,” Winfrey 
said of the interview, which occurred at a ho- 
tel in Austin, Texas, and lasted more than two 
hours. 

“We were mesmerized and riveted by some 
of his answers,” said Winfrey who described 
Armstrong’s demeanor as thoughtful, serious 
and at times emotional. 


When asked why the American cyclist, who 
had his seven Tour de France titles stripped 
last year, agreed to the interview, Winfrey said: 
“I think he was just ready” She added that she 
would allow others to decide if he had shown 
contrition. 

A cancer survivor who went on to become 
the greatest cyclist the world has seen, Arm- 
strong’s fall from grace has been as swift and 
spectacular as his rise through the French 
Alps. 


While Armstrong long was dogged by accu- 
sations he cheated his way to the top, his rapid 
slide ultimately was triggered by an October 
report from the U. S. Anti-Doping Agency 
USADA exposed Armstrong as a liar and 
a cheat, describing him as the ringmaster of 
the “most sophisticated, professionalized 
and successful doping program that sport has 
ever seen,” involving anabolic steroids, hu- 
man growth hormone, blood transfusions and 
other doping.

IV 
drips, much like those used in hospitals —gen- 
eral and trauma surgeon Jack Dybis said he 
hopes launching Revive will aid a variety of 
patients. One obvious market, he said, is those 
suffering from the headache, dry mouth, nau- 
sea and fatigue of a hangover. 

The S99 treatment took about an hour, and 
Braimah said it worked like a charm. He felt a 
“healthy glow,” and all the symptoms from the 
morning were gone by the time he left the clin- 
ic, he said. Dybis said the concept isn’t new— 
for years, young medical residents working 
long hours have self-medicated using IV bags 
to get themselves back on their feet. Some in 
the medical community say the treatment is 
unnecessary and potentially risky, especially 
for a temporary ailment like a hangover. But

“My whole goal really is to rake someone 
who is feeling miserable, and in an hour they 
feel great,” he said. “We’re trying to merge an 
emergency room and a spa.” 

Dybis said patrons at Revive fill out a short 
medical history along with a list of symptoms. 
He’s aiming to hit five categories of patients: 
those with hangovers, athletes who seek quick 
hydration, people suffering from cold or flu, 
the jet-lagged and people seeking detoxifica- 
tion-type treatments. A special formula of pre- 
scription drugs, vitamins and saline solution is 
prepared for the procedure. 

During a special preview and the clinic’s 
opening weekend, Dybis said he saw about 
40 patients, about 75 percent of whom sought 
treatment for hangovers. He said the reaction

All of the drugs used at Revive are FDA-ap- 
proved for the symptoms they treat. Khare said 
risks such as infection from a needle are small if 
someone is treated once or twice, but repeated 
visits could cause problems. He agrees that an 
IV can cure a hangover more quickly, but it 
could lead some to overindulge on a regular ba- 
sis if bouncing back is so easily accomplished. 

“If you’re getting to a point where you’re so 
hung over that IV fluids and prescription medi- 
cations are necessary for you to function, then 
you have other significant problems,” he said. 
“The good thing about alcohol is that there are 
severe consequences. [The treatment] may en-

Obama to lay out gun plan 


D WASHINGTON President Obama will propose an as- 
sault weapons ban and better background checks 
for gun buyers Wednesday as part of a package of propos- 
als to curb gun violence one month after the Newtown 
school massacre. 

Obama and Vice President Joe Biden, who led a task 
force that made recommendations on the issue, will pres- 
ent the measures at a White House event attended by 
children from around the country who wrote letters to the 
president about gun violence and school safety 

The package will include legislative and executive mea- 
sures, White House spokesman Jay Carney said. 

“The president has made clear that he intends to take a 
comprehensive approach,” Carney told reporters. 

“There are specific legislative actions that he will con- 
tinue to call on Congress to take, including the assault 
weapons ban, including a measure to ban high-capacity 
magazine clips, including an effort to close the very big 
loopholes in the background check system in our country,” 
he said. 

The proposals will be Obama’s first major foray into gun 
control, despite several mass shootings that have occurred 
during his four years in office. 

Biden delivered his recommendations to Obama after a 
series of meetings with representatives from the weapons 
and entertainment industries requested by the president 
after the Dec. 14 school shooting in Newtown, Conn., in 
which 20 children and six adults were killed. 

Obama, who has said the day of the shooting was the 
worst of his presidency, said Monday he would study the 
panel’s ideas and then move forward “vigorously” on those

Though Free En- 
ergy’s 2010 debut, 
“Stuck on Nothing,” 
is perfect for sum- 
mer listening, it was 
my soundtrack for 
virtually the entire 
year. I just couldn’t 
get enough of the 
band’s affection 
for big 1970s rock 
hooks and the sort 
of hopefulness that puts an effortless smile 
on your face. 

The Philadelphia outfit’s follow-up, “Love 
Sign,” doesn’t electrify as consistently Paul 
Sprangers really needs to stop talking about 
“feeling it coming,” a phrase he used on 
“Stuck on Nothing” and incorporates repeat- 
edly (and annoyingly) on “Love Sign,” one of 
several indications the Free Energy vocalist 
doesn’t have a great deal to say 

Despite the flaw, the album’s peaks make it 


easier to move through the less-memorable 
moments (“Hey Tonight,” “Hangin’ ”) of 
“Love Sign.” The highlight undoubtedly is 
“Backscratcher,” which offers the disc’s best, 
biggest riff and the kind of solos people who 
don’t know how to play guitar imagine they’d 
play if they ever learned. “Street Survivor” 
and “Dance All Night” inspire a bit more 
reflection than usual, while closer “Time 
Rolls On” incorporates horns and hand-claps 
for the kind of tune that will probably appear 
in a film’s late-movie montage. Opening 
track/lead single “Electric Fever” is, cough, 
classic Free Energy its infectious “whoa-ohs” 
and upbeat optimism making even a freezing 
Chicago day seem sunny 

Delivering more cowbell and more good 
vibes, Free Energy still gives you reasons 
to bust out the air guitar and/or sing along, 
but in concert you’ll likely hope they focus 
mostly on the older material. “Like Sign” 
would have been more appropriate.

FOR REDEYE 

There aren’t many second 
acts for former stars of 
non-competition reality 
TV series. However, for 
Dawn Richard, for- 
merly of “Making the 
Band” group Danity 
Kane and Bad Boy R&B 
experiment Diddy-Dirty 
Money, the story is just 
getting interesting. 
Richard’s solo debut, 
“Goldenheart,” is a fiercely distinct, self- 
contained hour of freewheeling, genre-bending 
music. It opens with an interpretation of Phil Col- 
lins’ “In The Air Tonight,” then plays with sounds 
that could pass for an Enya/Sade collaboration 
and dips into the occasional burst of house music. 
Other “Goldenheart” moments recall those 
steamy Trey Songz album interludes, flirt with 
piano ballads or pull a production effect directly 
from Top 40 pop. Somehow it all comes together 
in its own wispy, ambient way particularly house 
track “In Your Eyes” and sex jam “Tug of War.” 

The overall effect is cinematic: This album is 
self-enclosed and free of anything resembling 
pressure to meet outside expectations (unlike 
bands that begin on reality shows, for example). 
There are no obvious singles, no blatant crossover 
attempts and no guest artists.

thing called the 8 Corner Pizza -- basically 
two small pizzas put together in a large box, 
so all eight slices have those crispy corners. 

The sauce: Jet’s tomato sauce is oregano- 
laced and adequately applied, with neither 
too much nor too little in any given bite. 

The toppings: A blanket of mozzarella 
covers the pizza from edge to edge, stretch- 
ing with melty strings when you pull off a 
piece. Pepperoni is textbook; some slices fea- 
ture a delicious char-kissed edge. Specialty 
pizzas are in line with most neighborhood 
joints, from a barbecue chicken pizza with 
bacon and red onions to the Hawaiian with 
ham, pineapple and bacon. 

The prices: Cheese pizzas range from 
$7.99 for a six-slice small to $13.99 for a 
15-slice extra-large, plus a buck or two more 
for toppings depending on the size. Specialty

pizzas are in the $n-$i3 range for a small and 
hover around $20 for extra-large. Big groups 
(Super Bowl, anyone?) can go for the 30-slice 
party trays ($23. 99-843. 94). 

Everything else: I agreed when the staffer 
helping me asked if I’d like to add cinnamon 
sticks ($3.99) to my order. These icing-driz- 
zled breadsticks are a nice foil to all the salti- 
ness, but I’d skip ’em and save more room for 
pizza next time. Wings, breadsticks, salads, 
subs and calzones (dubbed Jet’s Boats) round 
out the menu. For crust and breadstick- 
dipping, made-from-scratch ranch sauce is 
a nice alternative to the packaged stuff. It’s 
worth noting that deep-dish pizza is also sold 
by the slice, but there aren’t any tables to eat 
at inside, so prepare to grab-and-go. 

Bottom line: Jet’s also sells thin-crust pizza 
as well as a thicker hand-tossed round pie, 
but they’re forgettable compared to the 
deep-dish. If you live within Jet’s delivery 
boundaries (Irving Park Road to the north, 
Lake Michigan to the east, Armitage Avenue 
to the South and California Avenue to the 
west), consider yourself lucky. If not, you’ll 
have to pick it up yourself— or hope that an- 
other location (more are in the works) opens 
soon near your place.

In 1978, two brothers used their grandmoth- 
er’s recipe for Sicilian-style pizza, and Jet’s 
Pizza was born in Sterling Heights, Mich. 
Decades later, it’s amassed a cult following 
and expanded to 200-plus locations, includ- 
ing the first in Chicago last month. 

My friend Tom, a former Michigan resi- 
dent, counts Jet’s rectangular deep-dish pizza 
as one of the things he misses most after 
moving out of state. I asked him to enlighten 
me. “It’s greasy and fatty ... but somehow in 
a good way,” he said. “It’s light and crisp and 
gooey and buttery, all at the same time.” 

I’ve heard some compare it to Pizza Hut, 
but Tom won’t have that. “It’s not at all like 
a slice of Pizza Hut or some other fast-food 
chain abomination— a brick of guilt that 
immediately fills your soul and your arteries 
with remorse. Jet’s warms you like a hug.” 

As it turns out, Tom isn’t the only former 
Michigander crazy about Jet’s. The Lakeview 
location has been swamped since opening 
just before the holidays, said franchise part- 
ner David Falato. 


“You ever watch those old zombie movies 
where the people are in the house and the 
zombies start pounding on the doors and the 
windows? That’s what it felt like,” Falato said. 

The process of mixing the dough with a 
proprietary flour blend and letting it rise 
takes several hours, and the shop has so 
many orders that it has had to shut down 
twice after running out of dough, Falato said. 
Luckily, there was plenty on hand the night 
I visited. 

The crust: If I’m eating pizza and the crust 
is average, there’s a fair chance I’ll abandon it 
on the edge of my plate so I have more room 
for the good stuff. With Jet’s deep-dish pie, 
the crust was my favorite part. It somehow 
defies the laws of pizza physics: It’s both 
light and airy but indulgently rich at the 
same time, with a caramelized edge that’s 
a bit like Pequod’s. The buttery quality of 
the crust reminded me a little of Pizza Hut 
(sorry, Tom), while the soft middle reminded 
me of Rocky Rococo — though admittedly 
it’s much better than both. The corner pieces 
are especially crunchy and caramelized, 
which explains whyjet’s has coined some-

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Native American looks misused in pop culture

If it seemed to you that lots 
of celebrities celebrated 
Native American 
Heritage Month in 
November by 
dressing in 
offensive 
American 
Indian garb 
or getting 
shot down for 
using cultural 
imagery in ways 
that turned off a lot 
of people, you’re not 
alone. 

“I definitely think that 
there have been more kind of 
blatant instances in the past 
couple of months,” said Sa- 
sha Houston Brown, a San- 
tee Sioux tribe member and 
adviser to the American 
Indian Success Program at 
Minneapolis Community 
and Technical College. “I 
also think a lot of it has to 
do with {the fact that] they 
are getting attention for it, 
for once.” 


Witness the band No Doubt under fire 
for cultural appropriation of Native im- 
agery in its video for “Looking Hot” and 
Victoria’s Secret getting flak for sending 
Karlie Kloss out onto the runway in a sexi- 
fied American Indian outfit. It’s enough to 
make people like Joseph Podlasek, execu- 
tive director of American Indian Center of 
Chicago and a member of the Ojibwe tribe, 
shake their heads. 

Podlasek said though he doesn’t think 
the offenses are done purposefully, many 
depictions of Native Americans wind up 
mocking or degrading religious, meaningful 
traditions. He mentions that often, people 
like Kloss wearing “war bonnets”— long, 
feathered headdresses— have no clue about 
the significance of the headgear. 

“There’s a lot of sacredness to those eagle 
feathers, so making them pink or purple or 
those other colors is just not appropriate,” 
Podlasek said. “The {‘war paint’] makeup, 
the way it’s used outside the Native culture, 
there’s no rhyme or reason to it. It’s just 
used because it looks cool.” 

Houston Brown vividly remembers see- 
ing the movie “Peter Pan,” which has a 
scene where American Indians speak pid- 
gin English, smoke peace pipes and sing a 
song about “what made the red man red.” 

“I remember seeing it and not having 
the skills to understand why it made me

feel embarrassed,” she said. When Native 
children see people dressed as sexy Indian 
princesses for Halloween, she said, they are 
taught very damaging lessons. 

“What does that do to a child’s formation 
of identity, even if it’s subliminal and subcon- 
scious?” she said. “The message is, ‘You’re 
not human. You’re a trend. You’re something 
that can be commodified and bought and 
sold.’ ” 

Though many sports teams have been 
criticized for adding to that environment, 
Podlasek said the Chicago Blackhawks are a 
welcome exception. 

“They do not have a mascot. It’s actually 
Chief Black Hawk that is the picture, their 
imagery, [and] he was an important part of 
the history in Illinois,” Podlasek said. He 
adds that the team has partnered with the 


Native community in Chicago and the sur- 
rounding area to raise awareness of Native 
history and culture. A page on the team’s 
web site has information about Chief Black 
Hawk and the American Indian Center. 

Houston Brown said she was encouraged 
that President Obama hosted the Tribal Na- 
tions Summit at the White House last year. 
Podlasek said the administration has made 
efforts to recruit American Indian staff. 

Podlasek said he hopes some of the recent 
headlines may prompt people to learn more 
about Native American culture, reducing 
these kinds of mistakes in the future. 

“We’re not in the blame game, and we 
don’t want to take that approach,” he said. 
“We don’t want to condemn them, we want 
to educate.”
